There are fix Cardinal Operations, or principal wayes, by which Medicines do operate, 
for the diſcharge and throwing off all excremental, morbific matter, that is bred or recei- 
ved into the Body, viz. by Purgation, Tr anſpiration, Urination, Salvation, ation and 
Corroberation ;, hereby to e reſtore Health decayed : and theſe are promoted and 


. 


uſed in Nature's Method, wich fhe pet forms in the conſtant work of Nutritioũ caſting out 
the relicks, and fuperfluons'triatter of our food, not fit to be retained ; ſhe works by fool, 
tranſpires, urines, ſalvates, expector arer; and laſtly corroborates, with the Quinteſſence ex- 
crafted from Aliment ;, and this enables Nature to perform all the reſt. 

| Now theſe Euacuations, and Roborating aſſiſtance, are to be promoted by Medicine, as 
Nature oppreſſed ot decayed, doth chiefly require and ftatid in need of; ſometimes the one, 
ſometimes the other. In ſome Caſes, one af theſe Operations, duly proſecuted, with an 
excellent good Medicine, is fufficient; as Purgarion alone ſometimes doth all that is need- 
ful to reſto: e the Perſon complaining : other conditions of Body may require two: as Purg- 
ing, and alſo roborating the Faculties. Sometimes three ſeveral operations are required by 
turps: to reſtore loſt Health, and ſometimes four are needſul ; as in Contumacious and 
Complicated Diſeaſes, in difficult and decayed Bodies. And by this Mrhod all Phyſicians 
dug hit to go with ſecure well proyed Medicigesy and thus ut Cotes are regularly to be per 
formed, ant not other wiſe, by various, uncertain, invented Medicines. 

No theſe being thc cectain ways, and only chief Merbods of Curing ; the fruſtration and 
tailing herein (as to the Phyſieian's part) is from the inſufficiency and defect of Medi- 
cines, to operate compleatly thoſe Intentions. .

of; eſpecially in difficult and deplorable Caſes ; and not to be Patient ſufferers, and tryets of 
conjectural new invented Recipe's, and uncertain traditional Book Medicines, taken up upon 
truſt, collected from Authors, and tranſcribed from one another. 

There ate three principal things which concerns a Phyſician to know, when he is ſent 
for tothe ſick ar abjeaſed z in any of which, if he fails, the Patient may miſcarty ot linger. 

Firft, By queſtions, and by the ſpmogr that preſent, what the Diſeaſe or Complication of 
Diſeaſes the Patient labouts under.

which having determined, the Afedicive is to be ſent away immediately, if ſo n=» & and 
this. Medicine opght to be ready prepared (by himſelf and Servants) and well proved, long 
before the uſe of it was wanted, or required. 

But the Preſeriber, he makes Medicines upon a piece of Paper in the Sick Man's Chamber; 
and would have the Patient believe, that all his Complaints are put into the Medicine; 
ſomething for this, and ſomething; for that, and another ingredient ſor the other ailment : 
but alas, here is agreat miſtake, Medicines will not be deſigned and formed after this man- 
ner; Medicines ate not to be made by Indication; though they are to be exbibited by * 
Indications. You muſt not mix this and that together, as proper and ſuitable (in your 
Phancy) againſt this and that complicated Infirmity ; the Medicinal Compoſition may then 
prove as diſcordant and diſorderly in it ſelf, as the Diſeaſes in the Patient's Body were re- 
Pugnant, and exaſperating one another. Becauſe (you. will ſay) the ingredients are all 

good ; therefore the Medicine muſt needs be very good: that's a non ſequirur. You 
mult ſteer by another Compaſs, if ever you will arrive at the trne knowledge of Medicines, 
or the right e.2/ecthod of Curing. After your ( Atode of gueſſing at Medicines, many an 
unlucky Medicine hath been invented; the effects whereof are too bad: but all muſt then 
be father'd upon the Diſeaſe, that was ſo iatratable and malignant, as to produce ſuch un- 
expected ſtrange Symproms : pertinent to this matter, take the following Srory. 

Calling at a Houſe, whese formerly | had a Patient, there was one ſick at that time 
there; the People of the Houſe, being my acquaintance, deſired me to go up, and give 
my opigion of the Sick Perſon, which I refuſed, becauſe under the charge and cure of ano- 
ther Phyſician : but being importuned, I was prevailed upon, and did go into the Chamber; 
viewed the ſick, and asked ſome Queſtions z, underſtanding who the Phyſician was, a Man 
of good Learning and Repute, I gave him his due, and ſaid, he well knew what he bad 
to do; and ſeeing ſome Glaſſes upon.the Table; 1. taſted of one, with a Label, inſcribed, 
The (er dial of a maukiſh, flat, and ſweet taſt, more likely to make a Stomach fickiſh, 
than to refreſh and cheer a faint languiſhing Stomach. I took another Bottle, and taſted 
a fe drops upon the Pallat, turning it about in my Mouth, but ſwallowed none; yet this 
ſo drew my Chaps together, with ſuch vehement aſtringency, that my breath was ſtopt a 
while, until | could recover my ſelf : If any one would give me a hundred Guineas, I durſt 
nat take a Spooalul down, for fear of ſulfecation.. I aid little ; only chat 1 did _— 
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that Medicine; but my thoughts were full, Two or three days after, meeting a Servant of” © 
Yon Houſe in the ſtreet, I asked how that Patient did ; the anſwer returned, th del. 


w theſe Medicines were prefcribed by gueſs, at a ventute, and ill compoſed: or elf the 
pothecary, or his Servant , was highly in fault: but where the miſcarriage was, did 
not belong to me to examine; and fo it paſt off. The Docter was an able Man; the A- 
thecery was an honeſt Man; and the Patient was become a dead Women: and there is an 
end of the Story. But not a few ſuch Caſualties do fall out in the Preſcribing Practice; 
and many People can tell ſuch Melancholy Tales, ſomething like to this. The Diſeaſes, and 
antfappy Ceficalties thereupon, in and about Lenden, if a true account could be had, would 
make a Weekly Bill, not inconſiderable, but worth remarking. | 
I ſee, and do hear of many learned Men, and yet | can ſee but a very few learned . 
&cine: : either they fail in the aſſociation; (an Ox and an Aſs cannot well draw together) 
or by difproportion in quantities, or in the manner of Proceſs, and finiſhing. If Learning 
be not brought down into the Medicine, what fignifies Learning in point of Curing; only 
@ varniſh, and a flouriſh, ro ſet off and dazel Folks Eyes: Let me ſee the Medicine, I'll tell 
you what the Doctor's Learning is worth, in the defign of Curing. 
The great Men of the World, that can command all the aſſiſtance and help this Art can 
afford; and therefore deem themſelves the more ſecure; are oftentimes the moſt unfortu- 
nate, under Phyſick,, of. all others; chie fly at the times of the greateſt danger, in acute arid 
peracute Sickneſſes: having three or four, or more Phyſicians to attend them: each of them 
muſt put in for a ſhare, in deſigping and forming the Medicines : one will have this, ano- 
ther that ingredient, and athird, ſomething elſe to be added : then the form of the Medi- 
cines, and the Modw præparandi, is not readily agreed upon, but diſſent and thwarting ati- 
ſes there, each Man ſtiff in his opinion, and loth to yield; but the urgency of the Caſe, 
admitting no delay, ſometimes forceth an abrape Concluſion not a free Conſent, and ge- 
neral Concurrence. Now what can you expect from theſe Conſultations, and excogitated 
new Compoſitions, though deſigned by Men of Learning; for they themſelves can have no 
aſſurance in them, but an uncertain conjectute : no well grounded hope: and ſo lang as 
Practice thus depends upon the Invention of Remedies, whole operations will be very C 
and then ſucceſs muſt needs be very dubio And now, my Lord, you have but a Chance 
Medicine for all your G»ineasz but that's not all the loſs; here is a caſt thrown for your 
Life : it may happen well, by the benign aſpect of your Stars; the good Providence that pro- 
tects you; but not the Doctor's Skill: they put it upon the Yentare; they can have no true 
knowledge of ſuch App-opriated Medicines; and what the reſult of their mixture will be, 
is but ſtrangely preſumed, and ground leſiy hoped ; being formed without a Rule, and not 
confirmed by experimented Presfs: ſor although the ſingle ingredients be good and inno- 
cent in themſelves, yet what their Concord will be in Compoſition, and what Concurrence to 
the intention aimed; nothing but Experience in the Tryal can determine. If then dubious 
Medicines be put upon dangerous Diſeaſes, the attempt ſeems deſperate, and the event 
looks fatal. 

If chis be the Practice of Phyſick, then Phyſick ſhall never be practiſed (after this man- 
ner) vpon me then rather give me the Countryman's Pepper Peſſet, and [I'll venture it 
that way. 1 don't like to die by Phyſick : then | ſhall know, whether my Diſeaſe be mor- 
tal or not: but he that dies in the other chance Practice, who can tell, whether his Di- 
fedſe, or his e Hedicines, let him lip, or thruſt him out of the World. *Tisa known ſay-

That of 
latet times, Plyſans have imprudently departed from that laudable and exemplary cu- 
ſtom; and taken up the new Mode of preſcribing to the Sbops : an innovation hazardous. 
to the Patient, injurious to the Progreſs and Per formance of this Art; rendring it uncertain 
and unſafe : and in the end will prove the ruine of the Profeſſors. That although illiterate 
ck: bave defamed the publiſhing of Medicines, by tpreading their trifles abroad ; 
yet the legal Phyſician is not to decline his duty, becauſe ſuch laterlopers incroach upon his 
Priviledges and tight; for ſuch abuſes will happen in the beſt of things. | 
And as for my ſelf, having deſerted the Preſcribing Practice near thirty years, and adhe- 
red to the Practice of the Art:; | there made mention of ſome Medicines of my own 
Preparation, conform to the Ancient Cuſtom of the moſt renowned Phyſicians, and there 
gave an account of their Virtues, Doſe, and manner of uſe; that thoſe who ſtand in need 
thereof, may know where ſuch help is to be had : which perhaps elſewhere, the like may 
not to be purchaſed. In vain it is diligently to labour a long time, and earneſtly purſue 
the acquiring of extraordinary means; and being attained, then to bury the ſucceſs in obſcu. 
rity, and deprive the World of that relief, which many have languiſhed for want thereof, 


and now are dead.

by Gnn-ſhot, or laſtrument, where the Surgeon's hand cannot come to dreſs, but muſt 
depend upon internal means z this promotes digeſtion in the wounded part, end alſo cit: 
chargeth the purulent matter, or quittour; performing tbe office of a Balſam, and diſpoſeth 
to healing: and if a Surgeon hath ſuch an expedrent as this to work with, it facilitates 
and ſets forward his buſine ſs with all imaginable ſafety. This is no new Invention (to al- 
lure) contrived upon the preſent expedition and juncture of Aﬀairs ; but I can prove it was 
fortunately deſigned ſome years ſince, upon an extraordinary emergent occaſion z with i's 
uſe and ſucceſſesin varions cafes afterwards in practice. So that l oſſei ed nothing upon hare
